REPORTS,  &c. 


Last  Summer  Dr.  Jenner  prefented  to 
the  public  *  feveral  curious  and  interefting 
fads,  refpeding  a  difeafe  known  to  dairy 
farmers  by  the  name  of  Cow-pox.  The 
moft  important  of  thefe  is,  that  perfons 
who  have  been  affeded  with  this  diftemper 
are  thereby  rendered  as  fecure  from  the  effedts 
of  the  variolous  infedion  as  if  they  had 
adually  undergone  the  Small-pox. 

*  See  an  Inquiry  into  the  caufes  and  efFefts  of  tiae  Variolas 
vaccinae,  a  difeafe  difcovered  in  ferae  of  the  Weftern  counties  of 
England,  particularly  Gloucefterfliire,  and  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Cow-pox. 
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However  extraordinary  this  circumftancc 
may  appear,  it  is  fupported  by  numerous 
experiments  made  under  Dr.  Jenner's  iri- 
fpedion,  and  alfo  by  concurrent  teftimonies 
fince  collated  by  Dr.  Pearfon,  f  who  with 
much  laudable  zeal  and  induftry  inftituted  a 
farther  inquiry  into  the  fubjed:. 

Dr.  Jenner,  who  from  his  fituation,  in 
Gloucefterfhire,  had  many  opportunities  of 
feeing  the  Cow-pox,  fuppofes  it  to  originate 
from  the  matter  of  the  greafe  in  horfes,  and 
to  take  place  in  the  following  manner : 

"  In  this  dairy-country  a  great  number  of 
cows  are  kept,  and  the  oSice  of  milking  is 
performed  indifcriminately  by  men  and  maid 
fervants.  One  of  the  former  having  been 
appointed  to  apply  dreffings  to  the  heels  of  a 
horfe  afFeded  with  the  greafe^  and  not  paying

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due  attention  to  cleanlinefs,  incautioufly  bears 
his  part  in  milking  the  cows,  with  fome  par- 
ticles of  the  infectious  matter  adhering  to  his 
fingers.  When  this  is  the  cafe,  it  commonly 
happens  that  a  difeafe  is  communicated  to  the 
cows,  and  from  the  cows  to  the  dairy-maids, 
which  fpreads  through  the  farm,  until  moft  of 
the  cattle  and  domeftics  feel  its  unpleafant 
confequences.  This  difeafe  has  obtained  the 
name  of  the  Cow-pox.  It  appears  on  the 
nipples  of  the  cows,  in  the  form  of  irregular 
puftules.  At  their  firft  appearance  they  are 
commonly  of  a  palifh  blue,  or  rather  of  a 
colour  fomewhat  approaching  to  livid,  and  are 
furrounded  by  an  eryfipelatous  inflammation. 
Thefe  puftules,  unlefs  a  timely  remedy  be  ap- 
plied, frequently  degenerate  into  phagedenic 
ulcers.  The  animals  become  indifpofed,  and 
the  fecretion  of  milk  is  much  lefTened.  In- 
flamed fpots  now  begin  to  appear  an  different 
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parts  of  the  hands  of  the  domeftics  employed 
in  milking,  and  fometimes  on  the  wrifts,  which 
quickly  run  on  to  fuppuration,  firft  afluming 
the  appearance  of  fmall  vefications,  produced 
by  a  burn.  Moft  commonly  they  appear  about 
the  joints  of  the  fingers,  and  at  their  extremi- 
ties ;  but  whatever  parts  are  affeded,  if  the 
fituation  will  admit,  thefe  fuperficial  fuppura- 
tions  put  on  a  circular  form,  with  their  edges 
more  elevated  than  their  centre,  and  of  a  colour 
diftantly  approaching  to  blue.  Abforption 
takes  place,  and  tumours  appear  in  each  axilla. 
The  fyftem  becomes  affected  —  the  pulfe  is 
quickened  ;  and  fhiverings,  with  general  laffi- 
tude  and  pains  about  the  loins  and  limbs,  with 
vomiting,  come  on.  The  head  is  painful,  and 
the  patient  is  now  and  then  even  affected  with 
delirium.  Thefe  fymptoms,  varying  in  their 
degree  of  violence,  generally  continue  from 
pne  day  to  three  or  four,  leaving  ulcerated 
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fores  about  the  hands,  which,  from  the  fenfi- 
bility  of  the  parts,  are  very  troublefome,  and 
commonly  heal  flowly,  freq[uently  becoming 
phagedenic,  like  thofe  from  whence  they 
fprung." 

"  Thus  the  difeafe  makes  Its  progrefs  from 
the  horfe  to  the  nipple  of  the  cow,  and  £tom 
the  cow  to  the  human  fubjecfl." 

Since  no  fatal  effects  have  ever  been  knowix 
to  arife  from  the  Cow-pox,  even  when  im- 
prelTed  in  the  moft  unfavourable  manner  j  and 
lince  this  difeafe  appears  from  numerous  in^ 
ftances  to  leave  the  conftitution  in  a  ftate  of 
perfed  fecurity  from  the  infedion  of  the 
Small-pox,  Dr.  Jenner  infers,  that  the  employ- 
ment of  the  matter  of  Cow-pox  would  be 
preferable  to  that  of  the  Small-pox,  for  the 
purpofc  of  inoculation.  In  confirmation  of  his 
opinion,  it  may  be  obferved,  that  he  relates 
the  cafes  of  feven  or  eight  perfons  whom  he 
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fuccefsfully  Inoculated  with  this  new  antidote 
to  the  variolous  poifon. 

Poflefled  of  the  above  information,  I  con- 
fefs  I  became  very  anxious  to  try  the  effect 
of  inoculating  the  matter  of  this  fmgular 
difeafe ;  and  as  trials  could  be  made  not  only 
tvith  fafety,  but  alfo  with  the  profped  of 
advantage,  I  conceived  it  to  be  a  duty  that  I 
Owed  to  the  public  in  my  official  fituation  at 
the  Inoculation  Hofpital,  to  embrace  the  firft 
Opportunity  of  carrying  the  plan  into  exe- 
cution. 

Unfortunately,  however,  at  the  time  Dr. 
Jenner's  publication  appeared,  no  Cow-pox 
matter  could  be  procured,  for  the  difeafe  had 
then  become  extind: ;  nor  was  it  expected  to 
return  till  the  fpring,  the  period  at  which  it 
ufually  alfeds  the  cows.  But  conceiving  that 
the  diftemper  might  be  produced  by  inoculating 
the  nipples  of  cows  with  the  matter  of  the 

greafe 
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greafe  of  horfes,  in  conformity  with  the 
opinion  above-ftated,  I  proceeded  to  try  whe- 
ther the  Cow-pox  could  be  actually  excited 
in  this  manner. 

Numerous  experiments  were  accordingly 
made  upon  different  cows,  with  the  matter 
of  greafe,  taken  in  the  various  ftages  of  that 
difeafe,  but  without  producing  the  defired 
elfecSt :  my  friend,  Mr.  Coleman,  the  ingeni- 
ous ProfelTor  at  the  Veterinary  College,  like- 
wife  made  fimilar  trials,  which  proved  equally 
unfuccefsful.*  Neither  were  inoculations  with 
this  matter,  nor  with  feveral  other  morbid  fe- 
cretions  in  the  horfe,  productive  of  any  effedls 
upon  the  human  fubje<f^. 

I  am  aware,  that  the  experiments  I  allude 
to,  may,  by  fome,  not  be  deemed  wholly  con- 

•  Mr.  Coleman  caufed  one  of  his  cows  to  be  inoculated  io 
its  teats  with  Cow-pox  matter,  and  with  that  taken  from  4 
▼ariolous  puftule,  without  effedt ;  but  the  former  matter,  after 
being  regenerated  by  the  human  fubjeit,  produced  the  difeafe  to 
the  cow* 
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clufive,  from  a  fuppofition  that  the  peculiar 
.predifpofition  of  the  cows,  neceflary  to  render 
the  inoculations  efficient,  might  not  exift  at 
the  time  the  matter  was  applied  to  their  nip- 
,ples.  But  I  have  alfo  other  reafons  for  be- 
lieving that  the  Cow-pox  does  not  originate 
from  any  difeafe  of  the  horfe.  In  the  firft 
place,  the  affirmative  opinion  is  confefTedly 
gratuitous:  a  horfe,  at  a  certain  feafon  of  the 
.year,  becomes  afFeded  with  the  greafe,  and  the' 
cows  about  the  fame  time  are  affedled  with 
■Cow-pox;  and  from  this  coincidence  the  two 
^ifeafes  have  been  confidered  as  caufe  and 
effedt.  Yet  is  it  not  equally  probable,  that 
the  fame  temporary  caufes  which  produce 
a  certain  diforder  in  one  animal,  may  fo  ope- 
rate upon  another  animal  of  a  different  genus 
as  to  excite  another  diforder  ?  Therefore, 
though  the  Cow-pox  may  break  out  among 
the  cows  at  the  time  that  the  greafe  afFedts  the 
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horfes  kept  on  the  fame  farm,  yet  the  confe- 
cutive  appearance  of  thefe  difeafes,  affords  no 
proof  of  then*  connexion  :  while  on  the  other 
hand  I  can  adduce  inftances,  in  which  the 
former  difeafe  has  broke  out  under  fuch  cir- 
cumftances  as  render  it  highly  improbable,  if 
not  impoflible,  that  it  fhould  have  been  caufed 
by  the  latter.* 

But  though  Dr.  Jenner  feems  to  have  been 
mifled  with  refped:  to  the  origin  of  the  Cow- 
pox,  ftill  his  fa6ts  and  obfervations  concerning 
its  effedts  upon  mankind  are  not  the  lefs  valid 
and  important;  nor  did  I  feel  the  lefs  defirous 
to  try  how  far  they  would  be  invalidated  or 
confirmed  by  a  more  enlarged  experience  thaa 
he  had  the  opportunity  of  acquiring. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  January  laft  I 
was  informed  that  the  Cow-pox  had  appeared

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among  feveral  of  the  milch  cows  kept  in 
Gray's-Inn-Lane,  and  upon  examination  of 
thcfe,  three  or  four  were  difcovered  to  be 
affected  with  puftular  fores  upon  their  teats 
and  udder.  Thefe  puftules  correfponded  in 
their  appearance  with  the  reprefentation  and 
defcription  of  the  genuine  Cow-pox,  as  given 
by  Dr.  Jenner ;  I  fhould  not,  however,  call 
the  furrounding  inflammation  eryfipelatous ; 
it  was  evidently  an  indurated  tumefac^tion  of 
the  fkin.  The  number  of  cows  kept  at  this 
place  was  at  the  time  about  two  hundred, 
and  about  four-fifths  of  them  were  eventu- 
ally infed:ed.*  The  hands  of  three  or  four 
perfons  became  fore  in  confequence  of  milk- 
ing the  cows  thus  afFe<Sted  ;  and  one  of  them, 
(Sarah  Rice)  exhibited  fo  perfed  a  fpecimen 
of  the  difeafe,  that  I  could  entertain  no  doubt 
pf  its  being  the  true  and  not  the  fpurious 
Cow-pox.

Several 


Several  gentlemen,  who  I  knew  would  be 
highly  gratified  by  feeing  the  difeafe  as  it  ap- 
peared upon  this  girl's  arm,  were  invited  to 
meet  me  at  the  Cow-houle  on  the  following 
day,  when  Lord  Somerville,  Sir  Jofeph  Banks, 
Sir  Wm.  Watfon,  Drs.  Simmons,  Pearfon, 
Willan,  and  others,  attended.  This  was  on 
the  24th  of  January  laft,  and  Sarah  Rice  had 
then  been  affe<fted  five  days.  The  appearance 
of  the  difeafe  upon  this  girl's  hand  and  arm  very 
much  refembled  the  reprefentation  of  it  given 
in  the  firft  plate  of  Dr.  Jenner's  pamphlet. 
At  firft  a  fmall  tumour,  or  circular  vefication 
appeared  between  her  fingers ;  next  day  Ihe 
dilcovered  three  more  like  the  firft,  viz.  one 
upon  her  finger,  another  at  the  wrift,  and  alfo 
one  upon  the  middle  of  her  fore-arm.  The 
two  firft  never  became  larger,  and  exadtly  re- 
lembled  the  veficle  upon  the  finger  in  the  plate 
alluded  to ;  that  at  the  wrift  was  now  about 
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one-third  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  and  the 
other  upon  her  arm  was  ftill  larger  :  they  were 
both  of  a  circular  form,  not  deprefled  at  the 
centre,  and  had  a  fimple  inflammatory  bor- 
der. The  pellicle  of  both  thefe  tumours,  but 
more  efpecially  of  the  larger,  had  at  this 
time  acquired  a  blue  colour,  which  was 
deepeft  about  the  centre.  This  bluenefs  had 
come  on  during  the  laft  twenty-four  hours^ 
for  I  had  feen  the  tumours  the  preceding  day, 
when  this  coloured  tinge  could  fcarcely  be 
perceived,  and  that  too  only  in  the  largeft ; 
at  that  time  alfo  it  contained  a  colourlefs  fluid, 
but  now  its  contents  appeared  brownifh.  The 
girl  now  perceived  an  uneafmefs  at  the  axilla; 
and  I  afterwards  learned  that  this  fymptojn 
was  followed  by  a  flight  head-ach.  None  of 
the  tumours  were  painful,  and  they  all  gra- 
dually went  off  without  producing  ulceration. 
Sarah  Rice  had  undergone  the  Small-pox 

when 
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when  a  child  ;  and  the  only  reafon  why  ihc 
was  more  afFeded  by  milkmg  the  difeEtfcd 
cows  than  the  other  milkers  were,  was,  that 
her  hands  and  arms  were  more  red,  fwollien, 
and  difpofed  to  chap  than  theirs;  though  it 
does  not  appear  that  there  were  any  abrafions 
of  the  cuticle  of  thofe  parts  of  the  Ikin  whicTi 
were  infected  by  the  Cow-pox. 

Before  relating  the  cafes  of  inoculation  with 
the  matter  of  Cow-pox,  I  have  judged  it  pror 
per  in  the  firft  place  briefly  to  ftate  what  are 
the  local  efFeds  produced  by  inoculating  va> 
riolous  matter,  fo  that  the  progrefs  of  the 
infedion  in  both  cafes  may  be  compared,  and 
the  fubjed  of  inoculation  at  large,  be  better 
underftood. 

In  cafes  wherein .  inoculation  of  the  SmalK 
pox  proves  effeftual,  a  fmall  particle  of  va- 
riolous matter  being  applied  by  a  fuperficiafi 
pundure  of  the  fkin,  ufually  produces  in  the 
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courfe  of  three  or  four  days,  or  fooner,  a 
little  elevation  of  the  punctured  part,  difcover- 
able  by  the  touch,  and  a  red  fpeck  diftin- 
guifhable  by  the  eye.  From  this  time  the 
rednefs  advances  in  a  circular  form,  more  or 
lefs  rapidly,  according  to  the  conftitutional 
circumftances  of  the  patient;  and  the  firft 
effedt  of  this  fuperficial  inflammation  is  the 
formation  of  a  veficle  upon  its  centre,  which 
nfually  appears  between  the  fourth  and  fe- 
venth  day  after  the  inoculation.  The  extent 
of  this  veficle  is  generally  found  to  bear 
fome  proportion  to  the  intenfity  of  the  in- 
flammation: and  contains  a  limpid  fluid,  by 
the  abforption'  of  which,  the  Small-pox  is 
produced.  The  veficle  foon  burfts,  and  the 
central  part  of  the  pundure  becomes  deprefl^ed, 
and  often  of  a  dark  hue;  which  appearances, 
together  with  the  marginal  inflammation, 
continue  to  increafe  till  the  eruptive  fymp- 
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toms  fubfide,  when  the  edges  of  the  deprefled 
part  begin  to  fwell  with  a  purulent  fluid,  and 
the  inflammation  gradually  recedes. 

Thus  it  appears  that  the  variolous  matter, 
firfl:  inferted  by  the  pundure,  like  that  ,  of 
other  morbid  poifons,  is  not  capable  of  being 
immediately  abforbed,  but  lodges  in  the  fkin, 
and  there  excites  an  inflammatory  prbcefs,  by 
which  a  new  matter,  producing  the  difeafe,  is 
generated.*  It  would  feem  alfo  that  this  pro* 
cefs  is  carried  to  a  greater  or  lefs  extent 
in  different  perfons  before  the  matter  enters 
the  abforbents,  owing  probably  to  the  greater 
or  lefs  aptitude  in  thefe  veflels  to' receive  it. 
Hence  we  find  the  local  inflammation  in  fomc 
cafes  confiderably  advanced  before  the  fyftem 
becomes  affedtedj  while  in  others  the  eruptive

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fymptoms  fupervene,  when  it  appears  to  have 
made  but  very;  little  progrefs,  and  therefore 
though  the  eighth  day  after  the  inoculation 
proves  the  ufual  period  at  which  the  patient 
feels  indifpofed,  yet  this  frequently  happens 
much  fooner  or  later,  and  the  progrefs  of  the 
Cow-pox  infedtion  will  be  found  to  take  the 
feme  latitude. 

Monday,  January  2  1,  1799,  I  took  the 
matter  of  Cow-pox,  in  a  purulent  ftate,  from 
the  teats  of  a  cow,  with  which  I  immediately 
inoculated  feven  perfons  by  a  fmgle  puncture, 
in  the  arm  of  each,  or  rather  by  fcratching 
the  fkin  with  the  point  of  the  lancet,  till  the 
inftrument  became  tinged  with  blood. 


FIRST  CASE. 

Mary  Payne,  a  child  two  years  and  an  half 
old,  of  a  ftrong  robuft  conftitution.  3d  day. 

The 
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the  inoculated  part  was  evidently  elevated,  and 
flightly  inflamed — 6th  day  the  local  tumour 
extended  to  about  one-third  of  an  inch  in  dia- 
meter, and  was  nearly  of  a  circular  form  with 
its  edges  more  elevated  than  the  centre,  and 
with  the  furrounding  inflammation  not  greater 
than  is  ufual  in  cafes  of  inoculated  Small-pox: 
the  veficle  upon  the  middle  of  the  tumour  was 
now  very  large,  and  difterided  with  a  limpid 
fluid;  forre  of  which  I  took  upon  a  lancet, 
and  with  it  inoculated  another  perfon,  John 
Talley.  She  appeared  dull  and  drowfy ;  a'nd 
her  pulfe  was  quicker  than  ufual.  She  had 
no  appetite  for  food,  and  had  been  very 
thirfty  fmce  yefterday.  8th  day.  The  red- 
nefs  furrounding  the  tumour  feems  retiring  ; 
and  the  thirfl:  and  other  febrile  fymptoms  are 
much  abated ;  but  fhe  ftill  appears  liftlefs  and 
fomewhat  indifpofed.  nth  diiy.  She  is  per- 
fectly free  from  complaint :  the  inoculated  part 
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is  Icabbing,  but  furroundcd  with  a  hard  tume- 
fadtion,  of  a  bright  red  colour.  She  was  this 
day  inoculated  with  variolous  matter.  15th 
day.  She  has  no  ailment.  The  variolous 
inoculation  produced  confiderable  inflamma- 
tion, which  gradually  difappeared  after  the 
lifth  day. 


SECOND  CASE. 

Elizabeth  Payne,  aged  four  months,  in  ap- 
pearance weak,  and  fomewhat  emaciated. 
The  progrefs  of  the  infection  on  this  child's 
arm  was  very  much  like  that  of  her  fifter's 
juft  mentioned ;  but  the  vefication  feemed 
rather  more  extenfive,  and  the  furrounding 
inflammation  lefs.  The  fixth  day  after  inocu- 
lation, her  mother  informed  me  that  the  child 
had  been  very  unwell  the  preceding  night  with 

'  what 
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what  were  called  inward  convulfions,  and  had 
vomited  two  or  three  times.  On  examination, 
the  heat  of  her  fkin,  and  the  frequency  of  her 
pulfe,  indicated  the  prefencc  of  fome  degree 
of  fever.  8th  day.  I  learned  that  the  febrile 
ftate  had  continued,  more  or  lefs,  till  this 
morning;  nor  was  it  then  wholly  gone  off. 
The  inoculated  part,  I  judged  from  its  appear- 
ance, had  not  entirely  ceafed  from  diforder- 
ing  the  conftitution.  i  ith  day.  The  rednefs 
of  the  tumour  is  fubfiding,  and  its  general 
appearance  refembles  the  effects  of  inocula- 
tion with  variolous  matter  when  the  eruption 
is  completed,  and  the  maturation  proceeding 
favourably.  The  patient's  mother  now  thinks 
her  as  well  as  ufual.  She  was  this  day  inocu- 
lated with  variolous  matter.  13th  day.  She  ma- 
jiifefts  no  figns  of  indifpofition.  The  rednefs 
about  the  tumour  is  gone  off,  and  the  mat- 
ter 18  forming  a  fcab.   The  fecond  inoculation 

c  2  produces 
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prpduccs  no  efied.  15th  day.  She  is  now 
very  well  J  but  her  mother  fays  fhe  was  feized 
with  inward  convulfions  yefterday,  and  was 
extremely  ill  afterward  for  two  hours :  this, 
however,  cannot  be  juftly  afcribed  to  inocu- 
lation, as  the  part  in  which  the  Cow-pox 
matter  was  inferted  is  now  covered  with  a 
dry  fcab,  not  attended  with  inflammation ; 
and  the  variolous  matter  produced  no  rednefs 
whatever.  She  was  this  day  brought  to  a 
man  labouring  under  the  cafual  Small-pox, 
and  kiffed  by  him,  in  order  more  fully  to  try 
^f  (he  was  fecure  from  the  infedion  of  the 
Small-pox^  Her  filler,  Mary  Payne,  was  alfo 
fubjed:ed  to  the  fame  teft,  but  neither  of  them 
have  fince  taken  the  difeafe. 


THIRD 
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THIRD  CASE. 

Thomas  Buckland,  a  ftrong  child,  four 
months  old. — The  progrefs  of  the  infedion 
on  this  boy's  arm  was  even  more  regular,  and 
produced  appearances  more  analogous  to  thofe 
of  the  inoculated  Small-pox  than  in  the  cafe 
of  Mary  Payne.  The  veficle  on  the  inoculated 
part  formed  on  the  third  day,  and  the  fur- 
rounding  inflammation  never  became  phleg- 
monous, nor  was  attended  with  any  hardneft 
of  the  integuments.  7th  day.  In  the  evening, 
he  was  difcovered  to  be  feverifh  and  reftlefs, 
when  two  puftulcs,  cxadly  reffeiiibling  thofe 
of  the  Small-pox,  appeared  near  to  the  inocu- 
lated part.  The  following  day  he  ftill  con- 
tinued indifpofed,  and  the  cutaneous  inflam- 
mation had  that  peculiar  irritable  or  angry 
afpetSt  which  is  obfervable  on  the  acceflion  of 
the  eruptive  fymptoms  in  cafes  of  inoculation 

with 
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with  variolous  matter.  loth  day.  The  fup- 
puration  was  more  extended,  and  the  efflor- 
efcence  immediately  encompafling  it,  had 
nearly  difappeared,  leaving  its  outer  border 
more  ftrongly  marked  than  the  inner  ;  a  cir- 
cumftance  of  the  moft  favourable  import  in 
inoculation.  The  two  puftules  upon  his  arm 
were  more  advanced,  and  feveral  others  were 
now  vifible  upon  different  parts  of  his  body : 
his  ankles  and  feet  were  befet  with  a  rafli 
like  the  fcarlatina.  He  is  ftill  feverifli,  and 
his  mother  reports,  that  laft  night  he  vomited. 

ith  day.  The  forenefs  of  his  arm,  and  the 
fever  had  ceafed.  Nine  diftin£t  puftules  were 
now  ■  difcovered  upon  his  body  and  limbs, 
fomewhat  fmaller  than  variolous  puftules:  from 
one  of  thefe  I  obtained  an  ichorous  matter, 
and  with  it  inoculated  Sarah  Price.  13th  day. 
The  febrile  fymptoms  returned  yefterday,  nor 
4s  he  wholly  free  from  them  to-day.  Nine 

additional 
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additional  puftules  have  appeared:  no  inflam- 
mation remains  at  the  inoculated  part,  and 
the  matter  it  contains  begins  to  dry.  1 5th 
day.  He  is  free  from  diforder ;  fix  puftules 
more  have  appeared,  making  in  the  whole 
twenty-four,  fome  of  them  maturate  at  the 
apex,  but  they  moftly  die  away  without  pro- 
ceeding to  fuppuration.  He  was  this  day  ex- 
pofed  to  the  effluvia  of  the  cafual  Small-pox^ 
in  the  fame  manner  as  the  two  Paynes. 

FOURTH  CASE. 

Richard  Payne,  a  healthy  boy,  ten  yearfi 
old.  The  inoculated  part  was  not  fenfibly 
elevated  nor  inflamed,  till  the  fourth  day. 
7th  day.  The  tumour  had  fpread  confider-. 
ably,  and  the  vefication  upon  it  was  very  evi- 
dent.  He  felt  a  fenfation  of  itching  in  the 
part ;  and  the  next  da;jr  complained  of  a  pain 
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in  the  axilla,  which  continued  two  days,  i  oth 
day.  The  centre  of  the  tumour  became  de- 
prefled,  its  edges  elevated,  and  furrounded  by 
a  deep-coloured  inflammatory  border.  The 
central  part  of  the  tumour  was  now  afluming 
externally  a  brown  colour,  and  in  a  few  days 
afterwards  it  formed  a  dark  fcab.  Though  con- 
fiderable  tumefatStion,  with  hardnefs  and  red- 
nefs,  remained  at  the  inoculated  part  feveral 
days,  yet  no  ulceration  enfued.  15th  day. 
Five  pullules  appeared,  refembling  thofe  in 
Buckland.  This  boy  was  twice  inoculated  with 
variolous  matter  during  the  progrefs  of  the 
Gov/-pox  infection,  and  expofed  to  patients 
iMider  tlie*  Small^pox  the  whole  time,  without 
being  infeded  by  it  and  the  only  complaint 
ariUng.from  the  Cow-pox  was  the  pain  in  his 
arm-pit.

FIFTH  CASE. 

Matthew  Redding,  fixteen  years  old.  3d 
day.  The  infertion  of  the  matter  did  not 
appear  to  have  produced  any  inflammation  or 
hardnefs  in  the  part :  he  was  therefore  inocu- 
lated with  variolous  matter,  at  the  diftance  of 
two  inches  from  the  part  in  which  the  Cow- 
pox  matter  was  inferted.  Next  day,  a  little 
rednefs  could  be  difcovcred  at  the  firft  punc- 
ture, and  from  this  time  both  inoculations  pro- 
ceeded very  regularly,  but  flowly,  fo  that  on 
the  feventh  day  they  appeared  to  be  inflamed 
in  an  equal  degree,  the  extent  of  the  inflam- 
mation not  exceeding  the  tenth  of  an  iBhch  In 
diameter.  8th  day.*  He  has  pain  in  the  axilla. 

•  Here,  as  wall  as  in  the  fubfequent  cafes,  where  the  patient 
was  twice  inoculated  on  different  days,  I  date  the  time  from  the 
firA  inoculation. 

1 0th  day. 
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loth  day.    Both  tumours  are  approaching  to- 
fuppuration.     They  are  of  the  fame  form, 
and  attended  with  an  equal  degree  of  efflor- 
efcence.    i  ith  day.    He  complains  of  head- 
ach :  the  red  tinge  now  extends  in  a  circular 
form,  and  includes  both  tumours,    1 3th  day. 
There  appears  more  tenfion  and  pain  at  the 
variolous  tumour  than  at  the  other,  but  the 
latter  tumour  is  more  prominent.  .  15th  day. 
Both  tumours  began  to  dry,  and  no  inconve- 
nience followed.    This  boy  made  no  other 
jcomplaint,   during  the  procefs  of  infedlion, 
than  of  uneafinefs  in  the  axilla,  followed 
by  a  flight  head-ach,  of  very  fhort  duration  : 
however,  on  the  1 7th  day,  four  fmall  puftulea 
appealed,  viz,  one  upon  his  nofe,  one  upon 
his  thigh,  and  two  on  his  head ;  none  of  which 
(uppurated.     This  cafe  ftrikingly  refembles 
that  of  Richard  Payne,  in  which  the  puftules 
4id  not  appear  till  the  firm  fcabbed. 

SIXTH 
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SIXTH  CASE. 

Jane  Collingridge,  a  healthy  adtive  girl, 
feventecn  years  of  age.  3d  day.  The  inocu- 
lated part  began  to  be  elevated  and  inflamed. 
5th  day.  It  was  veficated,  and  attended  with 
itching.  She  was  now  inoculated  with  vario- 
lous matter  in  the  right  arm,  the  former  inocu- 
lation having  been  in  the  left.  8  th  day.  The 
whole  tumour  is  much  increafed  in  all  dimen- 
fions ;  its  form  is  perfe£lly  circular,  and  it 
appears  of  a  lemon-coloured  tint.  She  now 
complains  of  a  flifTnefs  acrofs  her  arms,  and 
of  a  pain  in  the  left  axilla :  the  pundure  in 
the  right  arm  begins  to  be  elevated  and  in- 
flamed, iith  day.  She  complains  of  head- 
ach,  and  pain  about  the  loins:  the  tumour  pro- 
duced by  the  Cow-pox  matter  is  now  more 
inflamed  at  the  margin,  which  is  befet  with 
minute  confluent  puft:ules :  the  variolous  tu- 

D  2  mour 
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mour  IS  alfo  advanced  to  a  ftate  of  vefica- 
tion ;  and  fhe  reports,  that  laft  night  both 
axillae  were  painful.  1 2th  day.  She  continues 
indifpofed :  the  tumour  is  furrounded  by  an 
cxtenfive  efflorefcence  :  the  -variolous  tu- 
mour is  of  a  deeper  red  colour,  i  3th  day. 
The  Cow-pox  tumour  is  fubfiding,  and  form- 
ing a  fcab  :  that  of  the  Small-pox  is  efflor- 
efcent :  her  hcad-ach  continues :  pain  in  the 
right  axilla:  feveral  puftules  appear.  15th 
day.  There  are  fmall  puftules  round  the  edges 
of  the  variolous  tumour  :  more  puftules 
appear  fcattered  over  the  face,  body,  and 
limbs.  1 7th  day.  The  fcab  over  the  Cow-pox 
tumour  is  completely  foirmed  ;  at  its  edges, 
however,  a  fluid  is  ftill  vifible :  the  variolous 
tumour  is  in  a  ftate  of  fuppuration :  fhe  com- 
plains of  a  fore  throat :  the  number  of  puftules 
is  now  from  one  to  two  hundred,  in  no  refpe<fk 
differing  from  variolous  puftules  of  the  mild 

fort. 
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fort.  From  this  time  both  the  tumours  gra- 
dually healed,  and  the  puftules  dried  at  the 
ufual  time. 


SEVENTFI  CASE. 

Ann  Pink,  a  tall  girl,  of  a  brown  fallow 
complexion,  aged  fifteen  years.  This  girl  was 
inoculated  with  variolous  matter,  on  the  fifth 
day,  in  the  fame  manner  as  Collingridge,  and 
both  tumours  proceeded  to  maturation,  though 
more  llowly  than  in  that  cafe.  Neither  of  the 
tumours  began  to  fcab  till  the  feventeenth  day, 
when  they  refembled  each  other  fo  perfedily, 
•that  the  one  could  not  eafily  be  diftinguifhed 
from  the  other.  She  had  no  pain  in  either 
axilla,  nor  made  any  complaint  during  the 
whole  progrcfs  of  the  infex3:ion,  neither  did 
one  puftule  appear  upon  her. 

The  only  other  perfons  whom  I  firft  inocu- 
lated

lated  with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox,  and  on  the 
fifth  day  afterwards  with  variolous  matter, 
were  Wilham  Harris,  William  Bunker,  and 
James  Crouch, 

EIGHTH  CASE. 
William  Harris,  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
of  a  tall  and  flender  make,  and  of  a  delicate 
eonftitutibn,  was  inoculated  January  24,  with 
the  matter  of  Cow-pox,  taken  from  the  arm 
of  Sarah  Rice,  who  received  the  difeafe  by 
milking  the  cows.  3d  day.  The  inoculated 
part  was  evidently  elevated  and  inflamed. 
5th  day.  It  advanced  to  vefication,  and  afen- 
fation  of  itching  was  perceived  in  the  part : 
he  was  this  day  inoculated  was  variolous 
matter.  9th  day.  The  tumour  of  the  firft 
inoculation  prefents  prominent  callous  edges, 
with  but  very  little  rednefs;  its  centre  is 
dcprefled,  and  contains  a  lymphatic  fluid :  he 

perceives 
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perceives  a  tendernefs  in  the  axilla:  the  vario- 
lous tumour  is  confiderably  inflamed  a^id  ve- 
ficated,  and  itches  more  than  the  other.  Next 
day  a  pain  was  perceived  in  the  axilla  of  the 
arm  in  which  the  variolous  matter  was  in- 
ferted,  as  well  as  in  the  other.  12th  day. 
rednefs  of  the  Cow-pox  tumour  is  going  oflf  j 
but  that  of  the  variolous  ftill  fpreads  with 
an  irregular  margin.  14th  day.  Several 
puftules  appear.  The  Cow-pox  tumour  is 
now  dry  at  the  centre,  but  its  furrounding 
edges  appear  of  a  blueifh  tinge,  and  ftill 
abound  with  ichorous  matter.  The  vario- 
lous tumour  is  much  inflamed,  and  befet  with 
confluent  pufl:ules  at  its  edges:  its  centre  is  de- 
prefled,  and  of  a  dark  hue.  1 9th  day.  The 
Cow-pox  tumour  has  formed  into  a  dry  fcab, 
with  a  finely  polifhed  furface,  and  of  a  ma- 
hogany-brown  colour :  the  variolous  tumoui; 
ii  in  a  purulent  ftate,  with  an  extenfive  in- 
flammation

flammation  at  the  margin :  the  puftules  are. 
about  300  in  number,  very  large,  and  all  in 
a  ftate  of  maturation.  From  this  time  all 
the  effecfls  of  inoculation  went  off  gradually : 
he  never  complained  of  head-ach,  nor  of  any 
febrile  fymptom  during  the  whole  progrefs 
of  the  difeafe. 


NINTH  CASE. 

Wm.  Bunker,  a  ftrong  healthy  boy,  fifteen 
years  of  age,  was  inoculated,  in  his  left  arm, 
on  the  fame  day,  and  with  matter  from  the 
fame  perfon  as  Harris.  3d  day.  The  inoculated 
part  was  elevated  and  reddened.  5th  day. 
The  inflammation  was  much  increafed  :  he 
was  now  inoculated  in  his  right  arm  with  va- 
riolous matter.  8th  day.  The  tumour  upon 
his  left  arm  is  much  elevated,  and  the  vefica- 
tion  confiderable  fince  the  fixth  day :  he  now 

complains 


complains  of  pain  in  the  axilla,  and  of  head- 
ach.  The  puftule  on  the  right  arm  advances 
very  flowly.  loth  day.  The  pain  in  the 
axilla  and  the  head-ach  continue.  The  tu- 
mour  of  the  left  arm  begins  to  fcab  in 
the  centre,  and  is  furrounded  with  a  red 
tinge  of  confiderable  extent.  The  tumour 
on  the  right  arm  now  alfo  prefents  a  red  tinge 
of  a  limilar  appearance,  but  not  of  half  the 
extent :  its  centre  is  in  a  ftate  of  vefication, 
and  its  edges  ftudded  with  fmall  puftules:  his 
head-ach  is  not  entirely  gone  off.  12th  day. 
The  red  tinge  lurrounding  the  tumour  on  the 
left  arm  iias  difbppeared,  except  a  narrow 
ring  at  its  outer  ambit:  the  tumour  on  the 
right  arm  is  deprefled  at  the  centre^  where  it 
is  alfo  of  a  livid  colour ;  its  edges  are  hard 
and  inflamed  :  he  now  difcovers  two  or  three 
puftules  upon  his  body.  17th  day.  The 
matter  of  both  tumours  is  almoft  wholly 
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formed  irito  a  drf  inbruftation :  no  more  puf- 
tules  have  appeared :  one  upon  his  hip  has 
maturated.  2oth  day.  Both  tumours  are 
perfedlly  fcabbed ;  that  upon  his  left  arm 
appears  browner  and  fmoother  than  the  other. 


TENTH  CASE. 

James  Crouch,  feven  years  old,  Inoculated 
oh  the  fame  day  as  the  laft  patient  with  mat- 
ter taken  from  the  fame  girl,  and  with  vario- 
lous matter  five  days  afterward.  5th  day. 
The  inoeiilated  part  was  confiderably  elevated 
and  inflamed.  9th  day.  The  Cow-pox  tu- 
mour is  niuch  advanced :  the  pellicle  filled 
witii  ichoF:  the  marginal  inflammation  not 
confiderable :  the  variolous  pundure  now  dif- 
pfays  a  fmall  red  fpeck,  which  begins  to  fpread. 
iith  day.  The  Cow-pox  tumour  exhibits 
ah  extenfivc  eflflorefcence,  or  red  ftain,  upon 

the 
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the  furrounding  fkin,  and  Its  centre  begins 
to  dry ;  the  variolous  tumour  is  fpreading  a 
little,  and  in  a  ftate  of  vefication.  1 4th  day. 
Pain  in  the  axilla  is  now  produced  by  the 
Cow-pox  tumour,  which  is  drying  at  tfy^ 
centre :  the  variolous  tumour  is  now  efflor- 
efcent,  but  not  to  half  the  extent  of  the  other. 
From  this  time  the  tumours  quickly  healed, 
no  eruption  took  place,  and  no  farther  incon- 
venience was  experienced. 


ELEVENTH  and  TWELFTH  CASE. 

Thomas  Fox,  aged  twenty-five,  and  John 
Dennis,  twenty-three  years  of  age,  both  ftron^ 
men,  and  accuftomed  to  hard  labour,  were 
inoculated  on  the  2 2d  of  January,  with  va- 
riolous matter,  and  on  the  following  day  with 
Cow-pox  matter,  taken  from  the  arm  of  Sarah 

E  2  Rice. 
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Rice.    In  both  thefe  cafes,  the  firft  inocu- 
lation was  performed  by  two  pundures  at  the 
diftance  of  two  inches  from  each  other,  and 
the  latter  by  one  pund;ure  at  the  fame  diftance 
from  the  two  former.    The  local  effeds  and 
appearances  of  the  inoculation  were  very 
fimilar  in  both  thefe  men :  the  Cow-pox  tu- 
mours feemed  to  advance  equally  with  thofe 
of  the  variolous,  and  bore  a  ftrong  refem- 
blance  to  ^hem ;  the  former,  however,  were 
more  elevated  and  circumfcribed :  for  about 
the  ninth  day  the  variolous  tumours  became 
angulated  or  ragged  at  the  margin,  which 
was  not  fo  confpicuous  in  the  others,  though 
both  had  fmall  confluent  puftules  at  their  mar- 
gins. Thofe  of  the  Cow-pox  alfo  fooner  healed, 
and  formed  a  fmootlier  fcab.    The  eruptive 
fever  came  on  about  the  eighth  day  with 
Dennis,  but  not  till  the  tenth  with  Fox :  the 
former  had  more  than  300  puftules,  and  the 

latter 
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latter  about  i  oo  ;  all  of  which  were  In  every 
refped  fimilar  to  variolous  puftules. 


THIRTEENTO  and  FOURTEENTH  CASE.: 

John  Talley,  fourteeiij  and  Thomas  Brown, 
fifteen  years  old,  were,  January  25th,  inocu- 
lated with-  varinlnns  matter  in  the  left  arm, 
and  the  following  day  they  were  both  ino- 
culated in  the  right  arm  with  the  matter  of 
Cow-pox,  taken  from  the  arms  of  Mary  and 
Elizabeth  Payne,  (fee  cafes  firft  and  fecond) 
The  progrefs  of  both  the  infections  on  the 
arms  of  thefe  boys  was  perfectly  regular  and 
equal  throughout.  On  the  7th  day  all  .the 
tumours  were  confiderably  inflamed,  and  in  \ 
ftate  of  vefication,  attended  with  itching. 
Brown  alfo  at  this  time  complained  of  a  pain  in 
each  axilla;  but  with  Talley  the  pain  was  con- 
fined 
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fined  to  the  left  till  the  next  day,  when  both 
arm-pits  were  afFe£ted.  i  oth  day.  They  both 
complained  of  head-ach,  and  of  pains  about  the 
loins :  thefe,  however,  were  very  flight,  and 
fio  further  indifpofition  enfued.  On  the  even- 
ing of  the  1 2th  day  fome  puflules  appeared 
upon  Brown,  but  upon  Talley  they  did  not 
appear  till  the  14th  day:  the  former  had  in 
all  about  thirty,  and  the  latter  only  fix,  all  of 
which  were  apparently  variolous.  The  Cow- 
pox  tumours  were  more  elevated  at  the  edges, 
and  lefs  depreflTed  at  the  centre,  after  the  9th 
day,  than  thofe  of  the  variolous ;  and  they 
eventually  formed  a  fmoother  and  browner 
ffcab,  as  in  the  cafe  of  Fox  and  Dennis. 

January  30th — William  Mundy,  Elizabeth 
George,  and  Sarah  Butcher,  were  inoculated 
by  two  pundures  with  the  matter  of  Cow- 
pox,  taken  from  the  arm  of  Collingridge. 
.(Cafe  6th). 

FIFTEENTH 
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FIFTEENTH  CASE. 

WlHiatn  Mundy,  a  ftrong  labouring  man, 
aged  twenty-five  years,  was  inoculated  as  above 
defcribed  by  two  pundures  in  his  left  arm. 
The  local  infedion  of  both  pundures  ad- 
vanced, and  the  inflammation  and  its  efFe£ts 
proceeded  rapidly,  fo  that  on  the  8th  day  he 
complained  of  uneafmefs  in  his  axilla,  and  of 
pain  in  the  head  and  loins,  which  continued 
about  two  days :  the  tumours  were  then  con- 
fiderably  elevated,  and  their  margins  much 
inflamed.  13th  day.  They  were  furrounded 
with  an  extenfive  rednefs,  in  the  form  of  an 
halo,  and  beginning  to  fcab  at  the  centre :  the 
edges  continued  circular,  well  defined,  and 
elevated.  14th  day.  Several  puftules  appeared 
upon  his  neck  and  back,  but  difappeared  in 
two  or  three  days  without  fuppurating.  He 
was  this  day  inoculated  with  variolous  mat- 
ter 
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ter,  but  It  produced  no  other  effect  than  a 
little  rcdnefs,  of  two  or  three  days  duration. 

SIXTEENTH  CASE. 

Elizabeth  George,  a  ftrong  woman,  twenty- 
five  years  old,  was  inoculated  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  on  the  day  above  mentioned, 
with  Cow-pox  matter  taken  from  the  fame 
perfon.  The  pun£lures  quickly  rofe,  but 
the  inflammation  was  inconfiderable  till  the 
fixth  day,  when  vefication  and  itching  com- 
menced. 9th  day.  Has  no  pain  in  the  axilla, 
but  complains  of  head-ach  and  pain  in  the 
loins.  I  ith  day.  Her  pains  continue  3  pulfe 
quick;  the  central  pellicle  of  the  tumours  is 
extending,  and  replete  with  a  watery  humour; 
the  margins  fwollen,  and  red.  1 3th  day. 
The  fame  appearances  continue.  15th  day. 
The  fymptoms  are  abated :  fays  flie  has  no 

other 
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other  complaint  than  a  giddinefs  of  the  head : 
the  inflammaluon  at  the  margins  of  the  tu- 
mours is  greatly  abated :  the  matter  in  the 
centre  is  beginning  to  dry :  fome  puftules  ap- 
pear on  her  face.  1 6th  day.  She  makes  no 
complaint :  more  puftules  fhew  themfelves : 
the  tumours  appear  circular,  with  the  centre 
equally  elevated  as  the  edges,  and  exhibiting 
an  uniform,  fmooth  furface,  which  is  becom- 
ing hard.  1 8th  day.  More  puftules  have  ap- 
peared :  the  tumours  are  fcabbing,  and  the 
furrounding  rednefs  is  almoft  wholly  gone. 
20th  day.  Her  face  is  fwelled;  the  puftules 
are  very  fore,  and  in  a  purulent  ftate ;  their 
number  is  530,  and  two  in  the  throat  are  a 
little  troublefome.  25th  day.  The  puftules 
in  a  ftate  of  defquamation.  She  v/as  now 
inoculated  with  variolous  matter,  which  pro- 
duced no  effed.  The  fcabs  at  the  inoculated 
parts  were  of  that  brown  fmooth  kind  pecu- 
liar to  the  Cow-pox. 

F  SEVEN- 
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SEVENTEENTH  CASE. 

Sarah  Butcher,  a  healthy  little  girl,  thirteen 
years  old,  was  inoculated  with  the  matter  of 
Cow-pox,  at  the  fame  time  and  in  the  fame 
manner  as  above  mentioned.  6th  day.  The 
tumours  were  much  elevated :  the  inflam- 
mation inconfiderable :  the  vefication  fully 
formed,  and  attended  with  itching.  9th  day. 
There  was  a  flight  efflorefcence  around  the 
tumours  :  uneafinefs  in  the  axilla  :  head-ach  : 
pain  in  the  loins,  nth  day.  Suppuration  at 
the  inner  edges  of  the  tumours  :  rednefs  at  the 
outer  edge  very  extenfive.  14th  day.  Tu- 
mours fcabbing :  no  eruption :  complains  of 
pain  in  her  bowels,  and  diarrhoea.  i6th  day. 
No  complaint :  central  part  of  the  tumours 
fcabbed  :  inflammation  fl:ill  furrounding  the 
edges.  She  was  inoculated  this  day  with  va- 
riolous matter.    1 8th  day.  The  rednefs  gone 

off. 
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off,  leaving  a  red  tinge  at  its  outer  margin. 
The  variolous  inoculation  produced  a  little 
rednefs,  which  difappeared  in  two  days. 

January  3 1  ft.  Thomas  Wife,  aged  fourteen, 
and  Sarah  Price,  aged  thirteen  years,  were 
inoculated  with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox,  taken 
from  Matthew  Redding,  and  at  the  fame  time 
with  variolous  matter ;  but  the  effects  of  the 
latter  inoculations  were  the  following  day  pre- 
vented by  applying  the  concentrated  acid  of 
vitriol  to  the  pundures. 


EIGHTEENTH  CASE. 

Thomas  Wife,  above-mentioned.  5th  day. 
The  inoculated  part  was  confiderably  inflamed 
and  veficated.  8th  day.  The  tumour  advances 
with  much  marginal  rednefs ;  and  a  pain  in  the 
axilla  is  perceived.  12th  day.  Pain  in  the 
axilla  continued  two  days:  he  has  had  no 
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other  complaint :  the  centre  of  the  tumour  is 
fornaing  a  fcab,  but  is  furrounded  with  an 
appearance  like  the  areola  papillsc  :  two  puf- 
tules  were  difcovered  upon  his  body  this  day, 
and  tv/o  more  appeared  on  the  15th  day,  but 
none  of  them  became  purulent :  the  tumour 
upon  his  arm  had  at  that  time  formed  a  hard 
fmooth  fcab. 


NINETEENTH  CASE. 

Sarah  Price,  inoculated  as  above  ftated,  in 
her  left  arm.  On  the  fame  day  was  inferted 
in  her  right  arm  Cow-pox  matter,  taken  from 
a'puftule  from  Buckland.  5th  day.  There  was 
a  rednefs  and  elevation  at  the  two  punctures 
each  arm,  but,  in  confequence  of  the  cauftic 
effedts  of  the  vitriolic  acid,  none  at  the  va- 
riolous puncture.  8th  day.  Both  tumours 
were  advanced:  vefication,  and  a  confiderable 
degree  of  inflammation,  efpecially  in  that  on 

the 
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the  left  arm.  She  now  complains  of  r'tgor^ 
and  of  a  pain  in  the  left  axilla.  Thefe  fymp- 
toms,  together  with  a  head-ach,  continued  two 
days.  1 3th  day.  No  complaint:  both  tumours 
fubfiding :  three  fmall  puftules  have  appeared 
upon  her  face  and  neck,  and  two  days  after- 
wards three  others,  none  of  which  fuppurated. 
This  girl,  as  well  as  Thomas  Wife,  was  con- 
ftantly  expofed  to  the  Small-pox  during  the 
progrefs  of  their  inoculation. 


TWENTIETH  CASE. 

Thomas  Dorfet,  inoculated  February  ift 
with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox,  taken  from  the 
arm  of  Jane  Collingridge,  (fee  cafe  6th), 
yth  day.  The  inoculated  part  was  much  ele- 
vated, and  in  a  ftate  of  vefication,  attended 
with  the  ufual  degree  of  rednefs.  iith  day. 
Laft  night  he  perceived  an  uneafmefs  in  his 

axilla, 
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axilla,  and  he  now  complains  of  pain  about 
his  loins :  the  tumour  encircled  by  an  exten- 
five  efflorefcence.  13th  day.  The  tumour 
fcabbing  at  the  centre :  he  was  inoculated 
this  day  with  variolous  matter.  The  vario- 
lous inoculation  produced  no  effed:.  About 
the  1 2th  day  this  man  had  four  or  five  puf- 
tular  appearances,  which  he  called  pocks;  but 
they  feemcd  to  me  more  like  common  pimples 
than  variolous  puftules. 

TWENTY-FIRST  CASE. 

John  Keys,  twenty-five  years  old,  inocu- 
lated February  4,  with  matter  of  Cow-pox 
taken  from  the  arm  of  James  Crouch.  On 
the  fourth  day  the  inoculated  part  was 
confiderably  inflamed,  and  afFcded  with  a 
fenfation  of  itching;  but  from  this  time  the 
rednefs  gradually  difappeared,  and  was  en- 
tirely gone  on  the  ninth  day,  when  he  was 
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inoculated  with  variolous  matter  in  both 
arms,  but  without  effect.  On  the  tenth  day, 
however,  he  complained  of  pain  in  his  head 
and  loins,  with  which  he  was  afFe^^ted  three 
days,  but  no  eruption  enfued. 


TWENTY-SECOND  CASE. 

Edward  Turner,  a  ftrong  man,  twenty-four 
years  of  age,  inoculated  by  two  pundture* 
with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox  taken  from  the 
arm  of  James  Crouch  (Cafe  loth)  Feb.  5th. 
7th  day.  The  tumours  were  much  advanced, 
in  a  ftate  of  open  vefication,  and  attended 
with  itching.  1 2th  day.  They  began  to  dry 
in  the  centre,  but  the  margins  were  of  a  dark 
red  colour,  and  ftudded  with  minute  veficulae : 
he  now  complains,  of  pain  in  the  axilla,  flifF- 
nefs  of  his  neck,  and  pain  in  the  loins.  14th 
day.  Head-ach  and  pain  in  the  loins  con- 
tinue: 
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tinue:  the  inner  edges  of  the  tumours  are 
diftended  .with  an  ichorous  fluid.  i6th  day. 
Complains  of  head-ach,  and  fore  throat:  next 
day  about  lOO  puftules  appeared,  many  of 
which  were  very  fraall.  19th  day.  He  has  no 
complaint :  the  number  of  the  puftules  now 
amounts  to  about  220  :  all  of  them  afterwards 
fuppurated.  On  the  23d  day  he  was  inoculated 
with  the  variolous  matter,  which  produced  no 
eflfea. 

TWENTY-THIRD  CASE. 

Hannah  Morgan,  a  ftrong  child,  one  year 
old,  was  inoculated  with  the  matter  of  Cow- 
pox  taken  from  the  arm  of  James  Crouch, 
Feb.  5.  5th  day.  The  inoculated  part  is  much 
elevated  and  inflamed.  7th  day.  The  tumour 
contains  ichor,  and  the  rednefs  and  elevation 
are  greatly  inCreafed  :  yefterday  fhe  became 
fcverifli,  and  laft  night  was  fick  and  vomited : 

her 
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her  fkin  at  this  time  is  hotter  than  ufual. 
1 4th  day.  The  febrile  fymptoms  continued, 
and  at  times  were  very  fevere,  till  the  eleventh 
day,  fince  which  time  they  have  not  returned ; 
no  puftules  have  appeared,  and  the  tumour  is 
now  fcabbing.  She  was  afterwards  inoculated 
with  variolous  matter,  but  it  only  produced 
a  tranfient  rednefs  in  the  part. 


TWENTY-FOURTH  CASE. 

Jane  Weft,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  was 
inoculated  Feb.  6th  with  the  matter  of  Cow- 
pox  taken  from  the  arm  of  Sarah  Butcher. 
7th  day.  The  inoculated  part  was  confider- 
ably  elevated  and  inflamed;  the  vefication  was 
alfo  extcnfive,  and  attended  with  itching. 
9th  day.  She  complained  of  head-ach,  and 
next  day  of  a  pain  in  the  axilla,  and  upon 
her  fhoulder,  attended  with  rigors  and  ihiver- 

o  ing; 
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ing :  the  border  of  the  tumour  appeared  of  a 
deep  red,  and  its  inner  edges  contained  an 
ichorous  matter.  13th  day.  Yefterday  an 
cfflorefcence  appeared  round  the  tumour.  She 
complains  of  a  fore  throat,  and  fays  £he  has 
a  pain  acrofs  her  cheft.  15th  day.  Two 
puftules  have  appeared  upon  her  fide  :  the 
tumour  begins  to  dry.  She  makes  no  com- 
plaint. 1 7th  day.  Twenty  puftules  appeared, 
all  of  which  fuppurated.  23d  day.  The  va- 
riolous inoculation  produced  no  inflammation. 

TWENTY-FIFTH  CASE. 

Ann  Bumpus,  aged  twenty  years,  was  ino- 
culated Feb.  6,  with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox, 
taken  from  the  arm  of  Sarah  Butcher.  The 
appearances  of  the  inoculated  part  in  this 
girl's  arm,  correfponded  in  every  refped 
with  thofe  ftated  in  Weft's  cafe.    8th  day. 

She 
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She  complained  of  head-ach.  lotji  day. 
Pain  of  the  head  and  loins ;  fhiverings. 
nth  day.  Two  or  three  puftules  appear 
upon  her  face.  13th  day.  Pains  continue; 
more  puftules  appear.  15th  day:  No  com-  \ 
plaint:  the  puftules  were  counted  and  found 
to  be  310,  refembling  thofe  of  the  Small- 
pox. I  yth  day.  Complains  of,  fore  throat. 
19th  day.  Puftules  drying.  2 2d  day.  Ino- 
culated -vyith  the  matter  of  Small-pox,  but  no 
inflamngiat;-iGn  was  produced  by  it.' 


TWENTY-SIXTH  CASE. 

Thomas  Slade,  twenty  years  of  age,  was 
inoculated  with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox,  taken 
from  the  arm'  of  William  Mundy,  Feb.  6, 
On  the  eighth  day  the  inoculated  part  wsis 
mlich  elevated,  and  in  an  advanced  ftate  of  ve- 
fication .  He  complained  of  head-ach,  and  pain 
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in  the  axilla ;  and  on  the  next  day  of  a  pain  in 
the  loins.  1 1  th  day.  Pains  abated,  three  or 
four  puftules  appear ;  the  tumour  is  bordered 
with  fmall  confluent  veficles.  14th  day.  No 
complaints  ;  tumour  beginning  to  fcab.  19th 
day.  The  centre  of  the  tumour  formed  a 
brown  hard  fcab.  The  puftules  do  not  fup- 
purate,  and  are  receding.  2 2d  day.  He  was 
inoculated  with  the  matter  of  Small-pox, 
which  produced  a  rednefs  for  two  or  three 
days,  and  afterwards  gradually  difappeared. 


TWENTY-SEVENTH  CASE. 

Frances  Jewel,  a  healthy  young  woman, 
twenty  years  of  age,  who  had  undergone  the 
Small-pox  by  inoculation  when  a  child,  was 
inoculated  with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox  taken 
from  the  arm  of  Sarah  Butcher,  Feb.  5.  The 
inoculated  part  advanced  into  a  tumour  equal 

in 
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in  extent  and  duration  to  that  in  the  cafe 
laft  mentioned :  on  the  9th  day,  head-ach 
and  pain  of  the  loins  came  on,  and  continued 
two  or  three  days.  The  tumour  began  to 
fcab  on  the  13th  day,  but  no  puftules  ap- 
peared. She  was  afterwards  inoculated  with 
variolous  matter,  and  alfo  with  that  of  the 
Cow-pox,  neither  of  which  produced  any  in- 
flammation. 

TWENTY-EIGHTH  CASE. 

Charlotte  Filk,  four  months  old,  was,  on 
February  the  13th,  inoeulated  with  the  matter 
of  Cow-pox,  taken  from  the  arm  of  Frances 
Jewel.  In  this  child  the  local  difeafe  prcM 
ceeded  very  regularly.  She  became  indifpofed 
on  the  eighth  day,  and  continued  feverifli  for- 
three  or  four  days,  when  about  forty  puftules 
appeared;  but  the  greateft  part  of  thefe  puftules 
did  not  proceed  to  fuppuration.  The  mother 

of 
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of  this  child  laboured  under  the  natural  Small- 
pox, and  was  covered  with  puftules  in  a  puru- 
lent ftate  at  the  time  her  child  was  inoculated; 
yet  the  infant  was  fuckled  by  her  during  the 
whole  courfe  of  the  difeafe,  and  was  frequently 
feen  befmeared  with  variolous  pus.  Whence 
it  would  appear,  that  the  vaccine  infection 
not  only  prevents  but  a<f^ually  fuperfedes  the 
cafual  Small-pox. 


TWENTY-NINTH  CASE. 

James  Tarrent,  nineteen  y^ars  old,  was,  on 
the  r6th  of  February,  inoculated  with  the 
matter  of  Cow-pox,  taken  from  a  puftule 
upon  Eliz.  George.  In  this  cafe  the  inflam- 
mation at  the  inoculated  part  proceeded  very 
rapidly,  and  was  more  extenfive  than  ufual  on 
the  fixth  day  ;  but  from  this  time  it  began  to 
recede,  and  was  entirely  gone  on  the  tenth  day, 
only  a  fmall  dry  fcab  at  the  pundure  being  left. 

He 
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He  was  now  inoculated  with  variolous  matter, 
which  did  not  produce  any  inflammation 
whatever.  I  cbnlider  this 'man  as  one  of  the 
few  whofe  conftitutions  cannot  be  affeded 
either  by  the  virus  of  the  Gow-pox,  or  the 
Small-pox.  It  is  true  he  complained  of  head- 
ach  about  the  ninth  day,  but  I  Ihould  not  be 
difpofed  to  attribute  this  fymptom  to  the  ino- 
culatio*. 

THIRTIETH  CASE. 

William  Hull,  aged  eleven  years,  was,  on 
the  8th  of  February,  inoculated  with  the  mat- 
ter of  Cow-pox,  taken  from  the  arm  of  Sarah 
Butcher.  7th  day.  The  tumour  at  the  ino- 
culated part  is  advanced  in  the  ufual  manner, 
and  he  this  day  complains  of  head-ach.  loth 
day.  His  head-ach  and  pain  in  the  loins  con- 
tinue; and  feveral  puftules  now  appear  upon 
him.   1 2th  d^y.  The  pains  are  gone  off,  and 

more 
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more  puftules  have  appeared.  15th  day.  The 
puftulcs  amount  to  about  200.  They  vary 
much  in  fize,  and  are  proceeding  to  matura- 
tion. 1 8th  day.  He  was  inoculated  vsrith  va- 
riolous matter,  which  produced  no  effed. 


THIRTY-FIRST  5sf  THIRTY-SECOND  CASE. 

February  8th,  Hannah  Hull,  aged  thirteen 
years,  and  Sarah  Hull,  eight  years  old,  were 
inoculated  with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox  taken 
from  Sarah  Butcher. 

Thefe  two  filters  had  the  difeafe  rather 

more  favourably  than  their  brother  Wm.  Hull, 

for  the  inoculated  part  was  in  both  furrounded 

by  -an  efflorefcence  on  the  iith  day,  and  the 

numher.  ^  puftules  upon  the  two  was  not 

equal  to  that  of  their  brother's,  nor  were  the 

eruptive  fymptoms  of  half  the  <luration  of  his. 

On  the  20th  day  they  were  inoculated  for 

the  Small-pox,  but  no  difeafe  enfued. 

THIRTY- 
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THIRTY-THIRD  CASE. 

George  Reed,  aged  fifteen  years,  was  inocu- 
lated with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox  taken  from 
the  arm  of  F.  Jewel,  February  14th.  The 
inoculated  part  tumified  in  the  ufual  manner: 
he  complained  of  head-ach  on  the  eighth 
day,  and  this  fymptom  continued  with  occa- 
fional  intermiffions  till  the  1 3th  day.  Some 
puftules  began  to  appear  about  the  i  ith,  and 
the  eruption  was  completed  on  the  14th  day. 
They  were  in  number  about  70,  fome  of  which 
were  very  fmall,  but  they  all  maturated  in  a 
favourable  manner.  He  was  afterwards  ino- 
culated with  variolous  matter,  which  formed 
a  puftular  appearance ;  but  no  diforder  was 
produced. 


Frances  Pedder,  Amelia  Hoole,  George 
Hickland,  and  Elizabeth  Morton,  were  inocu- 
lated on  February  i  3th  and  1 4th  with  Cow- 
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pox  matter  taken  from  the  arm  of  Sarah  Price, 
who  was  inoculal:ed  from  a  puftule  on  Buck- 
land,  (fee  cafe  3d). 

THIRTY-FOURTH  CASE. 
Frances  Pedder,  a  child  eleven  months  old. 
The  inoculated  part  was  gradually  elevated  and 
inflamed.  8th  day.  The  eruptive  fymptoms 
fupervened,  and  fhe  continued  feverifh  till  the 
13th  day,  when  feveral  puftules  appeared. 
1 6th  day.  The  tumour  began  to  fcab,  and  the 
number  of  puftules  then  upon  her  was  40^ 
all  of  which  maturated  without  becoming 
purulent.  She  was  afterwards  inoculated  for 
the  Small-pox  without  effect. 

THIRTY-FIFTH  CASE. 
Amelia  Hoole,  five  months  old,  was  inocu- 
lated as  above  defcribed.    The  local  tumour 
advanced  in  the  ufual  manner.   7th  day.  She 
became  feverifh,  and  feveral  fmall  puftules 

appeared

appeared  at  the  border  of  the  tumour,  i  oth 
day.  She  has  continued  flightly  indifpofed 
iince  the  laft  report,  and  nine  puftules  are  now 
vifible  upon  her  body  and  extremities.  14th 
day.  The  puftules  amount  to  102  in  num- 
ber, and  form  yellowifh  fcabs.  iSth  day. 
The  inoculated  part  was  perfedly  healed:  the 
puftules  appeared  in  a  ft  ate  of  defquama- 
tion.  She  was  at  this  time  inoculated  with 
variolous  matter,  but  without  effedt. 

THIRTY-SIXTH  CASE. 
George  Hickland,  fix  months  old,  inocu- 
lated from  the  perfon  above  mentioned. 
The  eruptive  fymptoms  in  this  child  were  lefs 
fevere,  and  of  ftiorter  duration  than  in  the  laft 
cafe.  However,  the  number  of  puftules 
which  appeared  amounted  to  300,  but  only 
about  one-third  of  them  fuppurated.  This 
patient  alfo  reiifted  the  infedion  of  the  Small- 
pox by  inoculation.

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THIRTY-SEVENTH  CASE. 
Elizabeth  Morton,  nine  months  old,  was 
more  feverely  difordered  than  any  of  the  four 
children  inoculated  with  the  matter  taken  from 
Sarah  Price.  The  fever  continued  with  fome 
degree  of  violence  from  the  7th  to  the  15th 
day,  and  the  number  of  puftules  amounted  to 
200.  On  the  20th  day  fhe  was  inoculated 
with  variolous  matter  without  effedt. 


THIRTY-EIGHTH  CASE. 
L.  Davy,  aged  eleven  weeks,  was,  on  Feb. 
19th,  inoculated  with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox 
taken  from  the  arm  of  Charlotte  Fifk.  This 
child  had  the  difeafe  very  favourably.  On  the 
loth  day  the  tumour  was  furrounded  by  an 
efflorefcence,  and  her  {km  was  a  little  hotter 
than  ufual  during  that  day  only.  On  the  1 3th 
day  one  puftule  appeared  near  to  the  inocu- 
lated part,  and  two  upon  her  forehead,  which

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were  all  fhe  had.  She  was  afterwards  inocu- 
lated for  the  Small-pox  without  effed. 


THIRTY-NINTH  CASE. 

Maria  Murrell,  aged  feven  months,  was 
inoculated  with  matter  taken  from  the  fame 
perfon  and  on  the  fame  day  as  Davy.  5th 
day.  The  inoculated  part  was  much  elevated 
and  inflamed.  On  the  evening  of  the  8th  day 
fhe  vomited.  loth  day.  The  tumour  was 
furrounded  by  a  very  extenfive  efflorefcence, 
and  fhe  became  hot  and  reftlefs.  12th  day. 
She  feemed  free  from  fever,  and  about  twenty 
puftules  appeared  upon  her.  1 4th  day.  The 
inflammation  upon  the  arm  was  gone  off", 
and  the  pufliules  feemed  to  be  fcabbing.  The 
fubfequent  inoculation  of  the  Sm<^ll-pox,  as 
upon  the  others,  produced  no  elFedl  upon  this 
patient. 

A  cow. 
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A  cow,  kept  by  Profeflbr  Coleman,  at  the 
Veterinary  College,  was  inoculated  in  its  teat 
with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox  taken  from  the 
arm  of  James  Crouch,  which  produced  the 
difeafe  in  the  cow,  (fee  cafe  i  oth).  A  man- 
fervant,  by  milking  this  cow,  was  alfo'  afFe(Sted 
with  an  extenfive  tumour  upon  his  thumb: 
this  foon  acquired  a  livid  blue  colour,  and  was 
attended  with  a  confiderable  degree  of  fever 
for  feveral  days,  and  with  a  rafh  upon  his 
ankles  and  feet. 

With  the  matter  produced  in  the  nipple  of 
this  cow  were  inoculated  Martha  Streeton, 
James  Smith,  and  George  Mcacock. 

FORTIETH  CASE. 
Martha  Streeton,  aged  twenty-two  years, 
was,  on  the  1 8th  of  February,  inoculated  with 
the  matter  above  mentioned.   The  inoculated 
part  tumified  in  the  ufual  manner,  and  on  the 

9  th 
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9th  day  fhe  complained  of  head-ach,  and  after- 
wards of  a  pain  in  the  axilla.  The  head-ach 
and  pain  in  the  loins  continued,  but  not  with 
feverity,  for  five  or  fix  days.  Puftules  began 
to  appear  on  the  12th,  and  the  eruption  was 
completed  on  the  i6th  day,  when  the  number 
was  about  300.  During  the  maturation  of 
the  puftules,  which  in  no  refpe£t  differed  from 
thofe  of  the  Small-pox,  (he  complained  of 
her  throat  being  fore.  On  the  19th  day  this 
patient  was  perfedly  well.  She  was  after- 
wards inoculated  for  the  Small-pox  without 
cffea. 


FORTY-FIRST  Ssf  FORTY-SECOND  CASE. 

James  Smith,  fixteen,  and  George  Mea- 
cock,  thirty  years  of  age,  were,,  on  the  19th 
of  February,  inoculated  with  the  fame  matter 
as  that  mentioned  in  the  preceding  cafe.  The 
latter  of  thefe  patients  had  the  difeafe  nearly 

ia 
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In  the  fame  manner  as  Streeton ;  but  In  a 
greater  degree,  for  Meacock's  puftules  were 
more  numerous,  and  the  inoculated  part  did 
not  exhibit  a  tumour  fo  well  defined  and  ele- 
vated as  Streeton's  did.  Smith's  cafe  differed 
■widely  from  both ;  his  arm  tumified  rapidly, 
and  an  erythema  or  blufh  extended  from  the 
pundlure  feveral  inches  up  his  arm,  and  down 
to  his  elbow.  The  eruptive  fymptoms  began 
on  the  yth,  and  continued  in  a  flight  degree 
till  the  I  ith  day.  He  had  four  or  five  puftules 
upon  his  face,  and  nearly  loo  upon  his  body 
and  limbs,  all  of  which  maturated  favourably, 
and  the  eryfipelatous  appearance  at  the  ino- 
culated part  foon  went  off,  though  no  applica- 
tion was  employed  for  that  purpofe. 

Both  the  above  patients  were  inoculated 
with  variolous  matter,  which  produced  no 
effedt  upon  Meacock,  but  in  Smith  it  was 
followed  by  a  cutaneous  inflammation  of  fe- 
veral days  continuance.

Samuel  Fairbrother  began  to  be  indifpofed 
on  the  9th  day,  and  had  repeatedly  flight  feve- 
riih  paroxyfms,  with  pain  in  the  axilla,  till  the 
14th  day,  when  four  fmall  puftules- appeared, 
after  which  no  farther  complaint  cnfued. 


FORTY-FOURTH  CASE. 
In  Richard  Calloway  the  Inoculated  part 
tumified  in  the  ufual  manner,  and  on  the  9th

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day  he  firft  complained  of  a  pain  in  the  axilla 
a-nd  head-ach,  which  continued  till  the  12th 
day:  an  extenfive  bright  red  blufli  then  fur- 
rounded  the  tumour,  and  no  farther  com- 
plaint enfued.  At  this  time  alfo  fome  puf- 
tules  appeared,  but  their  number  never  ex- 
ceeded twenty.  He  had  been  inoculated  in 
the  hand  as  well  as  in  the  arm,  in  order  to 
difcover  if  the  appearance  of  the  tumour  in 
a  part  conftantly  expofed  to  the  air  would 
be  the  fame  as  in  the  arm  kept  covered  by 
his  drefs.

FORTY-SIXTH.  CASE. 
John  Turner's  arm  was  inflamed  very  exten- 
fively,  and  he  became  feverifh  on  the  8th  day.

prehended at  one  view,  I  have  fubjoined  the 
following  tabular  ftatement. 

It  may  be  obferved,  that  the  matter  ufed 
for  the  preceding  inoculations,  was  not  only 
deriyed  immediately  from  the  puftular  erup- 
tions upon  the  teats  of  the  cow,  but  alfo  from 
Sarah  Rice,  who  contraded  the  difeafe  by 
milking  the  infeded  cows.    I  begin  with  the 
former.    In  the  firft  and  fecond  divifions  op- 
pofite  to  the  names,  the  age  in  years  or 
months  is  recorded  ;  in  the  third>,,ft;e  ^ru- 
ber of  days  during  which  the  febrile  fymptoms 
continued  ;  and  in  the  laft,  thp  number  of 
puftules  produced.

But  this  fuf- 
picion  was  foon  removed  ;  for,  upon  enquiry, 
I  found  that  all  the  lancets  which  I  had  ufed  on 
the  2ifl.  of  January,  were  then  made  ufe  of 
for  the  firft  time  fmce  they  had  been  ground 
by  the  cutler.  j^^^. 

Among  the  patients  inoculated  for  the 
Cow-pox  during  the  firft  week  in  which  I 
obtained  the  matter  of  this  difeafe,  feveral 
were  fo  circumftanced  as  to  be  afterwards 

s  conftantly 
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conflantly  expofed  to  the  infedion  of  the 
Small-pox.  Having  then  had  no  proof  that  the 
pTogrefs  of  the  infe<Stion  of  the  former  would 
fnperfede  that  of  the  latter,  I  ufed  the  pre- 
caution to  inoculate  the  patients  with  vario- 
lous matter  on  the  fifth  day  after  that  taken 
from  the  cow  had  been  inferted.  This  led 
fome  medical  gentlemen  to  fuppofe  that  the 
matter  locally  formed  in  the  arm  from  the 
firft  inoculation,  might  be  variolated  by  the 
progrefs  of  the  fecond  inoculation  in  the  other 
arm,  and  that  confequently  the  matter  gene- 
rated in  the  Cow-pox  tumour  with  which 
others  were  inoculated,  would  produce  a  hy- 
brid difeafe,  and  not  the  genuine  Cow-pox. 
But  as  the  matter  employed  in  the  Cow-pox 
inoculations  was  always  taken  before  the  con- 
ftitution  could  be  affe<5ted  by  the  variolous 
matter,  and  during  the  time  that  both  inocu- 
lations were  merely  local  difeafes,  I  appre- 
hend

hend  its  efFeds  would  be  the  fame  as  if  the 
variolous  inoculation  had  not  taken  place. 
Nay,  had  this  not  beea.the  cafe,  but  had 
feveral  patients  been  inoculated  with  matter 
taken  from  the  Cow-pox  tumour  on  the  arm 
-pf  ,  Jane  Collingridgej  %fter  both  the  inocu- 
lations were  fuppofed  to  have  affedied  the 
conftitution  for  feveral  days,  neither  fa(Sts  noj: 
analogy  lead  us  to  believe  that  the  matter  thus 
obtained  would  produce  any  other  difeafe 
than  that  of  its  own  fpecies,  or  that  its  fpecific 
morbid  quality  would  be  changed  by  entering 
into  combination  with  the  virus  of  the  Small- 
pox. The  general  charader  of  the  tumour 
formed  by  the  inoculation  of  the  Small-pox, 
is  very  different  from  that  of  the  Cow-pox  ; 
and  though  on  the  fame  day  a  perfon  be  ino- 
culated in  one  arm  with  the  matter  of  the 
Cow-pox,  and  in  the  other  with  that  of  the 
Small-pox,  yet  boih  tumours  prefer\'e  their 

s  2  refpe<3;ivc 
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refpedlve  charaderiftic  appearances  through- 
out the  -whole  courfe  of  the  difeafe.  This  Is 
certainly  a  flrong  proof  that  the  two  difeafes, 
in  refped  to  their  local  affeion,  continue  fe- 
patate  and  diftincS. 

Twenty-eight  patients  were  on  the  fame  day 
inoculated  -with  the  matter  of  Cow-pox,  and 
'that  of  the  Small-poxj  mixed  together  in  equal 
'C^Hakrititi^Si' bi^ brder  to  try  whkh  would  pre- 
vail, -or- if  it  were  probable  to  produce  a  hy- 
'brid  difeafe  by  a  union  of  both.  ^  The  refult 
was,  that  iri-  more  than  one  half  of  the  pa- 
tients thus  inioculated-  t^ie  lDcal  afFedion  dii- 
tindly  aflbmed  the  charaders  of  the  Cow.- 
tpox  ;  in  the  others'  it  more  refemWed  the 
Small-pox,  but  in  hdne  of  them  was  theic 
much  indifpofitidii-,  or  many  puftules. 

At  the  requeft  of  Dr.  Jenner,  I  tranfmitted 
to  him,  in  Gloucefterfhire,  fome  of  the  Cow- 
pox  matter,  from  the  patients  then  under 

my 


my  care,  which  he  ufed  for  the  purpofe  of 
inoculation  :■  after  a  trial  of  it,  he  informed 
me,  that  "  the  rife,  progrefs,  and  termination 
of  the  puftule,  created  by  this  virus  on  the 
arm,  was  exa<3:ly  that  of  the  true  unconta- 
minated  Cow-pox."  The  matter  fent  was 
taken  from  the  arm  of  Ann  Bumpus,  who 
had  310  puftules,  all  of  which  fuppurated; 
yet  with  the  matter  of  this  ftock,  Dr.  Jennet 
inoculated  twenty,  and  another  gentleman,  In 
the  fame  county,  140  perfons,  without  pro- 
ducing any  puftules  which  maturated. 

This  fadl  would  appear  to  confirm  an  opi- 
nion  entertained  by  Dr.  Jenner.  In  his  feconcl 
publication  on  the  variolas  vaccinae  he  feems 
difpofed  to  attribute  the  puftules  which  fo 
often  attended  this  difeafe  in  London  and 
it's  vicinity,  to  fome  peculiar  influence  of  the 
town  air.  But  of  the  cafes  which  I  have 
ftated,  feveral  were  thofc  of  patients  who  were 

inoculated 
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inoculated  eight  miles  diftance  from  London : 
yet  thefe  patients,  in  the  proportion  of  about 
one  in  five,  had  an  eruption.  And  at  a  fmall 
village,  ftill  farther  from  London,  eighteen 
perfons  were  inoculated  with  fimilar  matter, 
in  all  of  whom  it  produced  puftules. 

The  27th  Cafe  alfo  affords  decifive  evi- 
.dence,  that  the  matter  employed  in  it  was 
..t)>at  ,pf  .^tl^e  -Cow-pox,  for  Jewel  had  under- 
gone the  Small-pox  when  a  child ;  yet  the 
inoculation  excited  febrile  fymptoms  of  two 
or  three  days  duration,  and  the  tumour  which 
jyfSiS  produced  upon  her  arm,  did  not  begin  to 
fcab  till  the  1 3th  day. 

Haying  now,  I  prefume,  given  fufficient  rea- 
^fon^  for  eftablifliing  the  point  for  which  they 
jl^^ye  been  adduced,  I  fhall-  proceed  to  enquire 
how  far  the  effeds  of  the  Cow-pox,  upon 
,tjie  human  fubjed,  feem  to  differ  from  or 
,correfpond  with,   thofe  of  the  Small-pox, 

}\y|i.ep  {;ommunicated  by  Inoculation. 

"     '  The 
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The  vaccine  dlfeafe,  as  it  has  lately  been 
called,  affords  a  ftriking  example,  and  perhaps 
the  only  one  yet  difcovered,  of  a  diforder 
which  can  be  transferred  from  brute  animals 
to  man,  and  carried  back  again  from  him  to 
the  brute.  A  remarkable  inftance  of  this  is 
related  at  page  62,  which  fhows,  that  the  mat- 
ter of  the  Cow-pox,  as  reproduced  by  inocu- 
lation in  the  human  animal,  and  inferted  into 

• 

the  teat  of  a  Cow,  produced"  the  difeafe.  Si- 
milar attempts  were  alfo  made  with  variolous 
matter,  which  had  no  effect ;  hence  in  this  re- 
fped  thefe  two  morbid  poifons  appear  to  differ. 
The  Cow-pox  alfo  differs  from  the  Small-pox 
in  adling  upon  the  conflitutions  of  thofe  who 
have  undergone  the  latter  difeafe,  as  was  fully 
exemplified  in  the  cafe  of  Frances  Jewel, 
However,  I  am  difpofed  to  think,  that  the 
matter  of  the  Cow-pox  is  not  fo  capable  of 
affe(5ting  perfons,  who  have  had  the  Small- 
pox 
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pox,  as  has  been  reprefented.    I  made  feveral 
trials  to  inoculate  this  difeafe  in  patients  at 
the  Hofpital,  who  were  recovering  from  a 
full  eruption  of  the  natural  Small-pox,  but  in 
no  inftance  did  any  tumour  appear  on  the 
^fm  J  neither  does  the  infertion  of  the  vario- 
lous matter,  in  fuch  cafes,  excite  the  leaft 
inflammation  in  the  ikin.     It  is  probable, 
thereforej  that  the  matter  of  the  Cow-pox,  like 
that  of  the  Small-pox,  does  not  manifeft  any 
local  adtion  upon  perfons  who  have  lately  un- 
dergone the  variolous  difeafe.     If  a  perfon 
has  cafually  received  the  infedion  of  the 
Small-Dox,  and  be  inoculated  with  variolous 
matter  three  or  four  days  before  the  eruptive 
fymptoms  fupervene,  the  inoculated  part  does 
not  tumify,  a'&^iri"  other  cafes,  but  becomes  a 
fimple  puftule ;  on  the  contrary,  if  a  perfon 
has  been  inoculated,  and  the-progrefs  of  the 
inoculation  be  fo  far  advanced  that  the  patient  is 

within 
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within  one-  day  of  the  approach  of  the  eruptive 
fever,  and  be  then  inoculated  a  fecond  time, 
the  tumour  produced,  from  the  fecond  inocu- 
lation, will  become  nearly  as  extenfive  as  the 
firil:,  and  be  in  a  ftate  of  fuppuration  a  few 
hours  after  the  fever  commences.  Hence  it 
appears,  that  the  procefs  of  variolation  in  the 
natural  and  in  the  inoculated  Small-pox,  is 
different.  The  Cow-pox,  in  every  cafe  with 
which  we  are  acquainted,  has  been  intro- 
duced into  the  human  conftitution  through 
the  medium  of  external  local  inflammation, 
and  is  therefore  to  be  confidered  as  an  in(V 
culated  difeafe :  the  virus  of  it  feems  alfo  to 
affedt  a  fimilar  mode  of  ad;ion,  and  to  be 
governed  by  the  fame  laws  as  that  of  the 
Small-pox.  Thus  if  a  perfon  be  alternately 
Inoculated  with  variolous  matter,  and  with 
that  of  the  Cow-pox  every  day  till  fever  is 
excited,  all  the  inoculations  make  a  progrefs; 

T  and 
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and  as  foon  as  the  whole  fyftem  becomes  dif- 
ordered,  they  appear  to  be  all  equally  ad- 
vanced in  maturation.    However,  the  local 
tumour  excited  from  the  inoculation  of  the 
Cow-pox,  is  commonly  of  a  different  appear- 
ance from  that  which  is  the  confequence  of 
inoculation  with  variolous  matter ;  for  if  the 
inoculation  be  performed  by  a  fimple  punc- 
ture, the  confequent  tumour,  in  the  proportion 
of  three  times  out  of  four,  or  more,  affumes  a 
form  completely  circular,  and  it  continues 
circumfcribed,  with  its  edges  elevated,  and 
well'  defined,  arid  its  furface  flat  throughout 
every  ftage  of  the  difeafe ;  while  that  which 
is  produced  from  variolous  matter,  either  pre- 
ferves  a  puftular  form,  or  fpreads  along  the 
ikin,  and  becomes  angulated  and  irregular, 
or  disfigured  by  numerous  veficuls. 

Another  diftindion,  ftill  more  general  and 

decifive,  is  to  be  drawn  from  the  contents  of 

the 
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the  Cow-pox  tumour }  for  the  fluid  it  forms, 
unlefs  from  fome  accidental  circumftance,  very 
rarely  becomes  puriform,  and  the  fcab  which 
fucceeds  is  of  a  harder  texture,  exhibits  a 
fmoother  furface,  and  differs  in  its  colour 
from  that  which  is  formed  by  the  concretion 
of  pus.    All  the  appearances  here  defcribed, 
however,  do  not  conftantly  attend  the  difeafe, 
but  are  fometimes  fo  much  changed,  they  can 
in  no  refpedl  be  diftinguifhed  from  thofe 
which  arife  from  the  inoculation  of  the  SmalU 
pox.    When  the  difeafe  thus  deviates  from 
its  ufual  appearance  at  the  inoculated  part,  its 
effeds  upon  the  conftitution,  have  commonly, 
though  not  always,  been  felt  more  feverely 
than  where  the  tumour  was  diftindtly  cha- 
raderifed. 

As  I  have  now  pointed  out  the  principal 
circumftanccs  in  which  the  two  difeafes  ufu- 
ally  differ  in  their  local  effeds,  I  ihall  proceed 

T  2  to 
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to  examme  them  in  a  more  important  point 
of  view,  and  to  compare  their  general  effeds 
upon  the  conftitution,  in  order,  if  poffible,  to 
afcertain,  from  the  fads  ah-eady  adduced,  whe- 
ther or  not  the  inoculation  of  the  vaccine  dif- 
eafe  produces  a  milder  diftemper,  and  of  lefs 
dangerous  confequences  to  the  patient,  than 
that  of  the  Small-pox.    For  if  it  be  an  efta- 
blifhed  fad,  as  I  prefume  it  is,  that  thofe 
who  have  undergone  the  former  difeafe  are 
thereby  rendered  fecure  againft  the  efFeds 
bf  the  latter,  it  only  remains  to  be  proved,  in 
order  to  make  the  former  be  generally  adopted, 
that  the  diforder  which  attends  the  Cow-pox 
is  alfo  lefs  fevere  and  lefs  fatal  than  the  other. 
The  number  of  cafes  of  Cow-pox,  inoculated 
under  my  diredion,  have  amounted  to  about 
600,  but  all  thefe  could  not  be  included  in 
the  table,  as  at  the  time  it  was  printed,  the 
difeafe,  in  many  patients,  was  not  far  enough 

advanced 
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advanced  to  give  the  refult ;  and  to  thefe 
may  be  added  others  who  did  not  give  pro- 
per attendance,  and  alfo  fome  whofe  namea 
I  am  not  permitted  to  make  public. 

The  table,  however,  contains  a  fufficient 
number  of  cafes  to  enable  the  medical  reader  to 
form  a  tolerably  corred:  judgment  refpe<riing 
the  difeafe  ;  and  from  confidering  what  would 
have  probably  been  the  effedts  of  an  equal 
number  of  cafes  of  variolous  inoculation,  he 
may  draw  his  own  conclufions.  But  before 
this  is  done,  I  have  to  obferve,  that  lince  the 
table  was  compofed,  an  infant  at  the  breafl 
died  on  the  eleventh  day  after  the  Cow-pox 
matter  had  been  inferted  in  its  arm.  In  this 
folitary  fatal  cafe,  the  local  tumour  was  very 
inconfiderable,  and  the  eruptive  fymptoms 
took  place  on  the  feventh  day,  when  the 
child  was  attacked  with  fits  of  the  fpafmodic 
kind,  which  recurred  at  fliort  intervals  with 

increafed 
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incrcafed  violence,  and  carried  It  ofF  at  the 

time-  above  mentioned,  after  an  eruption  of 

eighty  or  one  hundred  puftules. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  out  of  about  500 

cafes  of  the  inoculated  Cow-pox,  one  proved  ^ 
fatal,  and  the  preceding  table  fhows  that  in 
fome  others  the  difeafe,  from  the  number  of 
the  puftules,  was  of  formidable  feverity ; 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  the  patients  were  fcarcely  difor- 
dcred  from  the  inoculation,  and  had  no  puf- 
tules, 

Were  I  enabled  to  ftate  a  number  of  cafes 
of  variolous  inoculation,  equal  to  thofe  given 
above,  and  reduced  to  a  fimilar  tabular  form, 
the  comparative  magnitude  of  the  two  dif- 
eafes  might  be  eftimated  with  tolerable  prc- 
cifion.  It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  mat- 
ter of  the  vaccine  difeafe  has  generally  pro- 
duced much  fewer  puftules,  and  lefs  indifpo- 

tion 
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tlon  than  that  of  the  Small-pox ;  for  it  ap- 
pears from  the  preceding  ftatement,  that 
about  two-fifths  of  all  the  perfons  inoculated 
for  the  variolac  vaccina,  had  no  puftules,  and 
that  in  not  more  than  a  fourth  part  of  them 
was^  there  experienced  any  perceptible  dif- 
order  of  the  conftitution.  But  it  muft  be  ac- 
knowledged, that  in  feveral  inftances,  the 
Cow-pox  has  proved  a  very  fevere  difeafe. 
In  three  or  four  cafes,  out  of  500,  the  patient 
has  been  in  confiderable  danger,  and  one 
child,  as  I  have  already  obferved,  a(3:ually  died 
under  the  effeds  of  the  difeafe.  Now,  if  it 
be  admitted,  that  at  an  average,  one  of  500 
will  die  of  the  inoculated  Cow-pox,  I  confefs 
I  fliould  not  be  difpofed  to  introduce  this 
difeafe  into  the  Inoculation  Hofpital,  becaufe^.. 
out  of  the  laft  5000  cafes  of  variolous  inocu* 
lation,  the  number  of  deaths  has  not  exceeded 
the  proportion  of  one  in  600,    But  I  am 

inclined 
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inclined  to  think,  that  if  the  matter  of  the 
Cow-pox,  ufed  for  the  purpofe  of  inoculation, 
•were  only  taken  from  thofe  in  whom  the  dif- 
eafe  appeared  in  a  very  mild  form,  the  refult 
would  be  more  favourable  than  in  the  ftate- 
ment  here  given.    For  though  it  has  occa- 
fionally  happened,  that  the  matter  taken  from 
the  arm  of  a  patient,  in  whom  the  diforder 
neither  produced  fever  nor  eruption,  has  in 
others  produced  both ;  yet  ftill  it  has  much 
more  commonly  had  the  efFed  of  exciting  a 
milder  difeafe  than  the  matter  of  the  puftules, 
or  than  that  which  was  obtained  from  a  pa- 
tient who  had  the  difeafe  in  a  fevere  manner, 
as  may  be  feen  by  an  examination  of  the  table. 

Thus  we  find,  that  out  of  fixty-two  per- 
Tons,  who  were  inoculated  whh  the  puftule 
matter,  fifty-feven  had  an  eruption ;  and  thofe 
who  received  the  difeafe  from  any  of  thefe 
fifty-feven  patients,  appear  alfo  to  have  had 

puftules 
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puftules  in  nearly  the  fame  proportion.  I 
may  alfo  remark,  that  the  difeafe,  before  no- 
ticed as  proving  fatal  to  a  patient,  was  ex- 
cited from  matter  of  this  defcription,  and 
taken  from  Talbot,  (fee  p.  134.)  Whence 
it  appears,  that  the  Cow-pox,  from  certain 
circumftances,  is  not  only  liable  to  lofe  the 
characters  which  diftinguifh  it  from  the  Small- 
pox, but  alfo  to  continue  to  propagate  itfelf 
under  this  new  and  cafual  modification.  The 
vaccine  variolse,  and  the  human  variolse,  ought 
therefore  to  be  confidered  as  only  varieties  of 
the  fame  difeafe,  rather  than  as  diftind 
fpecies. 

One  important  advantage  which  the  Cow- 
pox  is  fuppofed  to  have  over  the  Small-pox  is 
that  the  former  is  not  a  contagious  difeafe,  and 
not  to  be  propagated  by  the  effluvia  of  perfons 
infeCled  with  it.  This  is  certainly  true  when 
the  diforder  is  confined  to  the  inoculated  part, 

u  but 
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but  where  it  produces  numerous  puftules  upon 
the  body,  the  exhalation  they  fend  forth  are 
capable  of  infeding  others  in  the  fame  manner 
ais  the  Small-pox.  Two  inftances  of  cafual 
infedion  in  this  way  have  lately  fallen  under 
my  obfervation ;  in  one  the  difeafe  was  fevere, 
and  the  eruption  confluent ;  in  the  other  the 
difeafe  was  mild,  and  the  puftules  few. 

It  has  been  afferted,  that  perfons  have  had 
the  Small-pox  after  having  been  aflfeded  with 
the:C6vs/--pox  ;  and  fome  fads  have  been  pub- 
lifhed  with  a  view  to  fhow  that  inftances  of 
this  kikd  have  adually  happened.    But  all 
thefe,  as  far  as  I  have  feen,  have  been  very 
defedive  in  not  affording  fufficient  proof,  that 
the  affedion  fuppofed  to  have  been  the  Cow- 
pox,  was  in  reality  that  difeafe.   On  the  other 
hand,  the  inftances  which  have  been  brought 
forward  to  prove  that  thofe  who  had  under- 
gone the  genuine  Cow-pox  refifted  the  infec- 
tion 
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tion  of  the  Small-pox,  ai*tf '  tiilqueftionabiy 
decifive,  and  fufficlently  numerous  to  eftabliih 
the  fad  in  the  moft  fatisfadory  manner.  This 
circumftance  then  appears  to  be  as  much  a 
general  law  of  the  fyftem,  as  that  a  perfon 
having  had  the  Small-pox  is  thereby  rendered 
unfufceptible  of  receiving  the  difeafe  a  fecond 
time.  For  of  all  the  patients -whom  I  inocu- 
lated with  variolous  matter,  after  they  had 
pafled  through  the  Cow-pox,  amounting  to 
upwards  of  400,  none  were  affeded  with 
the  Small-pox ;  and  it  may  be  remarked,  thai? 
nearly  a  fourth  part  of  this  number  was  fa? 
flightly  affected  with  the  Cow-pox,  that  it 
neither  produced  any  perceptible  indifpofition, 
nor  pu  Rules. 

We  have  been  told,  that  the  Cow-pox 
tumour  has  frequently  produced  eryfipelatous 
inflammation,  and  phagedenic  ulceration  j  but 
the  inoculated  p^rt..haS  ;no,t  ulcerated  in  any 
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of  the  cafes  which  have  been  under  my  care , 
nor  have  I  obferved  inflammation  to  occafion 
any  inconvenience,  except  in  one  inftance, 
where  it  was  foon  fubdued  by  the  application 
of  aqua  lithargyri  acetati.  It  fhould  feem 
then,  that  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
fubftituting  the  Cow-pox  for  the  Small-pox, 
muft  be  directly  in  proportion  to  the  greater 
mildnefs  of  the  former,  than  the  latter  difeafe. 
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
